Greonleaf,  Ga.,  when  two  ?fedical  Officers,  Captain  Francis        ^uicley,  M,  C, 
Cwandinc,  «id  Captain  John  S.  Spragua,  M»  C,,  and  ons  hui^rad  (100)  enllstad 
nan  wara  ordarad  to  prooaad  to  Caaip  feeler,  Ga.,  for  th©  purpose  of  organising 
and  a  Tulplng  for  ovarsaaa  duty»    Cwmp  Whaaler  was  reached  on  Septoiober  12,  and 
th©  task  of  org  anil  Ing  was  begun.    As  the  first  draft  had  been  exhausted,  end 
the  recruits  from  the  second  draft  ware  not  yet  arailable,  it  was  not  until 
after  a  deley  of  five  weeks  that  it  was  possible  to  secure  the  additional  men 
to  conpleta  the  enlisted  personnel.    D^jjring  this  period  the  original  one 
hundred  raen,  maetly  ra'.*^  recruits,  were  given  daily  drills,  lectures  on  first 
aid  and  Instruction  in  gas  defense.    Forty  nien  were  also  sent  to  the  Canp 
Hospital  for  a  course  of  Instniction.   'Aliile  th©  unit  was  at  Camp  Wheeler, 
four  officers  reported  fw>  duty,  including  Ist  Lieut.  Louis  R.  HawiH,  2nd 
Lieut.  Oeorge  H«  Lilllestron,  2nd  Lieut.  Hugh       itoSacsm,  all  of  the  Sanitary 
Corps,  and  2nd  Lieut.  Raymond  S.  Oyger,    of  the  Quartenaaster  Corps. 

On  October  14th  one  hundred  Class  B  men  ware  assigned  to  the  unit  and 
on  Oetol^^ieth  orders  were  received  to  proceed  to  Camp  Merrltt,  New  Jersey.  On 
that  day^epidaralc  of  influenza  appeared  in  the  unit  and  within  two  days  about 
fortyHwo  men  had  be^m  sent  as  patients  to  the  Cas^  Hospital.    The  majority  of 
these  were  men  who  had  been  prewiously  sent  there  for  instruction.  Between 
midnight  of  October  17th  and  seven  o'clock  of  the  following  morning  forty-two 
men  were  transferred  out  of  the  organization  and  forty-two  others  were  trans- 
ferred in  to  take  their  places.    Ch  October  18th  the  unit  left  Camp  'feeler 
for  Camp  JJerrltt,  arriving  there  on  October  20th.    During  the  journey  influensa 
again  appeared  and  by  the  time  Camp  Merrltt  was  reached^thlrty  cases  had 
developed  aivi  were  sent  at  once  to  the  Camp  Hospital.    As  the  greater  part  of 
the  officer  personnel  had  failed  to  report  at  the  end  of  five  days  the  unit 
was  ordered  to  Camp  Upton,  where  It  arrived  on  October  26th. 

liHille  at  Camp  Ilrrton  fifty-two  enlisted  men  from  the  Base  Hoapltal 
were  assigned  to  duty  with  Base  Hospital  1S6,  and  when  orders  arrived  on 
Hovember  14th  to  proceed  to  Hoboken  the  total  of  twanty-six  officers  ad 
reported  for  duty.    On  Hovembev9th  Lieut.  Col.  Howard  Fox,  M.  C,  iiho  was 
then  stationed  at  the  Base  Hospital  at  Camp  IJpton  was  assigned  to  duty  as 
Cennanding  Officer. 

QETTIHG  OVERSEAS 

The  unit  left  Cwip  Upton  with  one  hundred  and  nlnety-slx  (196) 
enlisted  men  on  the  morning  of  November  15th  and  embarked  from  New  York  City 
on  the  afternoon  of  November  15th  on  the  Irench  liner  "La  France"  known  as 
transport  N.Y.  468.    There  were  none  but  sanitary  troops  aboard,  among  the 
eleven  hundred  (1100 )  militetry  passengers.    As  the  Coi?nandlng  Officer  of 
Base  Ho8T)ltal  136,  was  the  senior  officer  he  had  the  dietinotion  of  being 


CoHKanding  Officer  of  all  troops  on  board, 

hRd  been  signed 

Although  t}T©  armiatico/the  ship  was  convoyod  by  dostroyors  at  tha 
beginning  wid  end  of  the  journey,  which  prored  uneventful  as  well  as  enjoyable. 


There  was  a  remarkable  absenoe  of  illness,  only  seren  cases  being  ad- 
mitted to  the  sick  bay,  four  minor  ailments.    There  were  several  distinguished 
passengers  on  board  including  tha  French  Arabcissador  to  '^rran,  t}«  President 
of  the  Polish  Corarnlttee  and  Congressiaaa  Fuller  of  Uassaohusetts. 

'te  arrived  at  Brest  on  Novsnber  22,  1918,  and  marched  without  delay 
to  the  rest  camp  neap  Pontaneaen  Barracks.    In  spit©  of  the  unaccustomed  rair 
cllmato  and  continual  rain^a  most  excellent  spirit  of  cheerfulness  and  co- 
operation was  manifested  by  all  of  the  officers  and  rasn  of  the  camand.  Ho 
one  had  to  be  left  behind  on  account  of  illness,    ^-e  remainsd  at  Brest  for 
one  week  and  were  then  ordered  to  Vannes  In  the  Departraent  of  Morbihan  where 
we  arrived  on  Deoeaber  1,  1918.

Captain  Sallander  later  served 
AC  Ophthaliaologist,  Lieut.  Alexander  as  Gen lto-t3rinfiry  Surgeon,  Liout.  Carr 
as  Adjutant,  Lieut.  Black  sa  Chaplain,  Lieut.  Simnons  as  Aaslstant  Athletic 
Officer.    Lieuts.  Beene  and  Coughlin  were  transferred  to  the  Hosriitel  Center 
at  Vannes,  Lieuts.  Byler  f  nd  wmiaras  were  left  at  Camao  In  charge  of 
property.

Vith  this  wid  In 
vlerw  th«  loen  in  charge  of  various  departmants  have  been  given  the  fullest 
amount  of  independence  In  their  internal  a^hainietr ration,    '^e  }»ve  tried  to 
ijftpreas  upon  the  personiiel  as  well  as  patients  that  a  etriot  lailitary  bear- 
ing was  as  desirable  in  a  Base  Hospital  as  in  a  line  organisation.    A  course 
of  lectures  on  military  subjects  wes  given  by  the  Cownandlng  Officer  ani 
lectures  on  first  aid,  etc.,  were  also  given  the  enlisted  men.    In  addition 
to  frequent  platoon  drill  (Sanitary  Foraation)  ve  }md  the  opportimlty  of 
having  battalion  review  and  parade  when  three  other  units  we^e  stationed 
here  temporarily.    The  Ooioniandlng  Officer  of  Base  Hospital  136,  acted  as 
Battalion  Conanander,  the  reviewing  officer  being  Colonel  Robert  M.  Blanohard, 
M.  C.  the  Coraraanding  Qf  Tloer  of  the  Hospital  Conter. 

fivery  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  general  BftMrt  and 
ixttereet  In  the  unit.    A  special  insigna  for  private  une  hai^  been  adopted 
by  the  officers  for  baggage,  stationery,  etc.,  (see  lllustration-frontesplece). 

After  the  regular  Hospital  wox^  began  to  slacken,  special  attention 
wee  given  to  all  kinds  of  athletics  and  recreation.    Both  the  Betachjwnt 
Conmaoier,  2nd  Lieut.

RTTLA.TIONS  WITH  THi)  FRENCH. 


There  has  been  an  astonishing  lack  of  friction  between  the  /josrlcan 
and  French  soldiers  stationed  in  or  near  Vannes.    The  soldiers  of  both  nations 
have  not  fraternixed,  it  is  true,  but  on  the  other  hand    with  one  or  two 
exceptions  there  hay'^  been  no  disturbances  whatever  between  our  own  soldier* 
and  those  of  our  ally.    i»n  unusual  displi^r  of  hospitality  has  been  shown  our 
officers  by  the  best  fajnilies  of  this  interesting  and  nloturesque  little  city. 
This  has  given  the  officers  who  cared  to  leern  French  an  opportunity  to  do  so 
and  forw  opinions  as  to  the  custow^and  opinions  of  educated  and  cultured 
French  people. 


On  February  25,  1919,  we  were  greatly  honored  by  p  visit  frara  the 
CoBmander-in-chief .    The  entire  organltation^togeth«r  with  nany  casual  nurses 
who  were  here,  stood  In  f  onset  Ion  >ipon  his  arrival.    Aooorapanylng  him  on  his 
Inspeotlcn  of  the  hospital,  'was  General  Dubois,  the  French  CoBtmander  of  the 
looal  regional  artillery.    Oreneral  Pershing  inspected  the  greater  part  of 
the  hospital,  talking  with  many  of  the  patients,  and  renalnlng  with  us  for 
about  two  hours • 
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A  thorough  inspection  of  th«  hospital  was  nade  on  February  5,  1919, 
by  Lieut^  Colonel  Robart  C»  McDonftld,  M.        and  another  inspection  vraa  gub- 
8»qii«ntly^  by  Lieut.  Colon«l  J»n»<56  C.  l<lag©9,  K»  C.    0th  t  official  riilts 
w«r«  nmdt  by  Lieut.  Colonel  Burton       Lee,  M«  C#,  and  yajor  Charle*  G.  Mixter, 
Urn  C»,  as  Surgical  Consultants,  -^ajor  Jacques,       C»,  as  X-Ray  Consultant, 
Va^cbc  Qrr  and  Captain  L.  C,  Abbott  as  Orthopedic  Consultants.  Among

PtsyIous  to  the  arrival  of  the  first  convoy  of  patients  on  Deoeaber 
17,  1918,  we  were  busily  engaged  in  trying  to  rendw  a  French  Caserne  as  sult- 
ablegaE  possible  for  hoopital  purposes*    /m  account  of  our  efforts  to  acooniT 
lianis  given  in  so»»  detail  in  the  subsequent  parts  of  this  history,  especially 
In  t'ke  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.    Needless  to  say  we  have  profited  by 
the  kindly  advice  of  the  Conunandlng  Officer  of  this  Center,  Colonel  Robert  M« 
Blanchard,  M»  C,,  who  has  always  been  ready  to  aid  us  In  every  way  and  five 
us  the  benefit  of  his  experience.    The  high  water  wark  of  our  activities  was 
reached  on  February  6,  1919,  when  there  were  1214  petlents  In  the  Hospital 
proper  at  Vsnnes,  or  1568  Inoludii^  the  annex  at  Camae.    At  that  time  Base 
Hospital  136,  had  a  total  of  forty-four  officers,  ninety-two  nurses  and  a 
Detaoh»ent  of  three  hundred  and  eight  insn.

Ist  Lieut.  Fred  C.  Caldpsll,  11, C.  reports  as  follows: 
"Tlie  Athletic  Officer  for  Base  Hospital  136        appointed  Peoember  17, 
1818,  tut  participation  in  athletic  erents  vas  not  possible  at  that  tiias 
beouase  of  the  incleuienoy  of  the  veather,  lack  of  sp  oe  indoors  and  lack  of 
•quipiaent.    Another  factor  of  irrportanoe  mis  that  the  daylight  hours  of  the 
men  wore  ooiapletely  occupied  in  preparation  of  the  barracks  for  hospital 
purposes.    To  give  the  laen  recreation  and  to  allow  then  to  see  a  little  of 
the  surrounding  country,  trips  were  planned  to  nearby  points  of  interest. 
On  Jamaary  12,  1919,  forty  loen  Yisited  the  ^'Calvaire*'  at  Pontohateau.  Two 
weeks  later,  forty  other  iDon  visited  the  saiae  place.    On  February  9th, 
forty  uen  were  taken  to  Camao  to  yiew  the  Druid  Jienhirs,  Dolmens  and  tunAli. 
After  an  excellent  lunch  at  the  Hospital  in  the  Grand  liotel,  ths  asn  rpent 
an  hour  on  the  beach  before  the  return  trip,  which  was  nmde  through  LaTrinite 
and  Looxaariaquer.    On  April  UOth,  about  seventy  aen  were  taken  in  trucks  to  the 
ruins  of  the  Chateau  Suscinio. 

On  pleasant  afternoons,  hikes  hare  been  taken  to  places  nearer  the 
Hospital.  The  first  one  had  as  an  objective  the  town  of  Sene  on  the  Oulf  of 
ISorbihan.    Tlie  second  took  the  raen  to  the  Isle  de  Conleeu,  a  picturesque 
msamr  tesort  ^bout  two  and  one  half  miles  from  Tannes,    The  thin!  hike 
gpLire  the  laen  an  opportunity  to  seo  the  little   Tillage  of  St.  Ave  and  three 
beautiful  nearby  chateaux. 

On  February  19th  an  iiapronptu  basket  ball  teaa  from  the  Hospital  played 
against  a  team  from  the  Ijsotor  Transport  Corps  of  Caiip  Iiouoon.   Ho  lost  by  a 
score  of  four  to  two.    Two  weeks  later  we  played  the  cam©  organisation  and 
won  by  a  score  of  14  to  2g  in  the  first  half.  The  second  half  was  forfeited 
by  th«  E.T.'J.  Team.

Ilere  r^en  may  r;o  to  wrestle,  box,  play  with 
the  Biedicino  ball^  pitch  quoits,  or  exercise  on  the  trapese.    etches  betwsen 
sien  of  the  saiae  weights  'vrill  be  arr  nged  as  soon  as  possible.    The  athletic 
room  has  beoosis  very  popular  between  the  hours  of  noon  and  nine  p.n.  During 
these  hc^irs  an  enlisted  luan  is  there  on  duty  to  look  after  trie  equipnezrt.

V?e  Imvo  finally  collected  a  flair ly  good  survply  froa  various  sources « 
including  the  Y.l;.C.A#,  Rod  GroSiS,  Casual  Units  and  tho  Base  Section  Athletic 
Officer.    Sotce  idea  of  the  interest  in  athletics   nay  be  gained  fron  the  fol- 
lowing nuzoiber  of  requests  for  athletic  equipoent;  Baseballs  409,  gloves  949 « 
bats  148,  footballs,  171,  bRS|»tball8  25,  volley  brllj?  8. 

We  have  outdoor  volley  ball  and  basloot  ball  courts  fc>  t '  e  men,  but  that 
•pace  4b  now  to  be  used  for  a  tennis  court*    Itodioine  balls  and  boxing  gloves 
have  been  busy  aliaost  continuously.    Thorn  have  been  numeroua  requests  folP 
miscellaneous  material.

HOSPITAL  MEfJS:— In  oonductinf,  a  mess  irhioh  ijfis  considered  most  satis- 
factory to  both  patients  and  raeabors  of  the  r-etaolmsnt,  various  obstacles  iPsre 
encountered  by  the  ^eas  Officer,    vmen  we  first  arrived  it  \»as  l^ipossiblc  to 
buy  food  of  any  kind  from  tho  Frenoh,  except  carrots.    These  it  aay  be  added 
^re  not  greatly  relished  by  the  men.    v^otatoes  that  wre  issued  nere  French 
potatoes,  «z»ll  and  raeaj^y  and  not  suitable  for  cooking  in  their  jackets.  A 
fair  f,rade  of  French  cabbage  wis  lat  r  obtained  in  large  quantities.  Bread  "sas 
brought  from  Caiap  Meucon^  a  distance  of  seven  laiies  and  during  the  rainy  season 
of  Brittany  it  "Bas  not  easy  to  keep  it  dry  in  trains  it.  So  fresh  milk  -was  obtain- 
able and  at  firat  only  half  of  tho  candy  alloTff*^nce.    Tlier©  mo,  horrorer,  never 
any  lack  of  sxaoking  t/obaoco. 

The  frenoh  ranges  that  -mro  in  the  kitclien  on  our  arrivcil  iief?e  not  8uit«> 
able  for  American  methods  of  cooking,  ac  thoy  contoinod  no  ovens,    They  irere 
all  repXaoed  as  soon  as  possible  \xy  i^iaerican  rang<es«     Stables  vere  utilised 
for  zaess  halls  wliero  the  cafeteria  system  wxe  followed,  the  earpenters  being 
kept  very  busy  at  first  in  building  tho  neoeosary  tables  and  benches. 

Prices  of  nar^r  articles  of  food  nere  raised  upon  the  arrivial  of  t}\m 
Aznerieane,  but  wsro  promptly  regulatod  by  the  Pr«fet»    A  nere  aontion  of  the 
word  Pr^Cet  m»  i^eequently  all  that  was  neoeasary  to  cause  soine  of  the  over 
aiabitious  food  handlers  to  lowr  toi  oxoeasive  price  to  tlio  one  pi'eaoribed  by 
regulations. 

It  was  foimd  most  satisfactory  to  donl  directly  with  tho  fc-nners,  as  the 
Britany  peasants  were  uniformly  honest  and  obliging.    U»riy  of  then  said  they 
had  been  told  by  their  priests  to  treat  the  Americans  with  every  oonaidoration 
and  aid  them  in  every  possible  way. 

A  number  of  French  and  Belgian  refugee  woBOn  -vjure  enployed  in  the 
kitchen  as  scullery  oaids,  etc.     ijo&t  of  then  spoke  ringllsh,  as  a  rule  with  a 
decided  oockney  accent.    They  never  failed  to  have  good  appetites  and  appeared 
to  greatly  enooy  tlie  Aiaerican  Arasy  ratiou.  Under  rather  trying  oonditions  they 
behaved  unusually  T^ell  ana  seerted  to  be  woiaen  of  excellent  character. 

OFFICEKS*  l2]SSj-*The  general  plan  of  mnagement  of  the  Officers'  Mess  was 
•imllar  to  that  which  had  proved  success^l  at  the  Base  Hospital  at^ar.p  Upton 
and  Canp  Berens.    The  Offi^t^rs'  Moos  and  Quarters   wcr*:*  managed  ^^a  club,  under 
the  general  supervision  of  a  House  Ooiocittee  of  three  officers,  appointed  by  the 
CoBBaanding  Officer.    lootings  were  called  from  tine  to  tine  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  for  the  free  discussion  of  questions,  such  as  tho  quality  and 
cost  of  the  mess,  the  eB5)loyment  of  civilian  help,  the  police  and  allotment  of 
quarters,  etc.     The  Conanitte  acted  only  in  an  advisory  capacity  t   the  Itoss 
Officer. 
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PART  II  —  TBCIINICAL  HISTORY. 


MEDICAL  SmiCB^ 

(Capt.  Mark  Mlllllcln,l««  In  charge  from  Daoembor  12,1918  to  March  6,1919). 
(Capt.  FrancU  L.Qulgl«y,MC.  in  charge  froa  iiaroh  7,1919  to  May  1,  1919  ). 

The  ?^dical  Service  began  to  operate  on  December  12,  1918,  when 
■r?eral  members  of  the  Detachment  entered  the  Hoepltal  as  patlenta.    The  senrioe 
gradually  expanded  until  two  floors  of  building  "A"  were  occupied  with  a  capacity 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  (550)  beds. 

The  cases  treated  were  the  usual  <»ies  which  occur  in  a  medleal  senrioe 
with,  however,  a  considerable  preponderence  of  respiratory  diseases*    There  were 
forty  (40)oa8es  of  Influensa,  mostly  from  the  neighboring  camp  of  J^euoon.  l^any 
of  these  were  convalescent  or  very  mild  oases.    There  were  ten  (10)  lobar  and 
thirty-two  (52)  bronoho-pneuraoniaa  with  only  two  (2)  deaths.    It  was  estimated 
that  about  seventy-five  (75)  per  cent  of  these  were  poet-inf luensal  •  There 
were  eleven  (11)  positive  eases  of  tuberculosis  and  fifteen  (16)  suspects. 

The  number  of  contagious  diseases  was  fortunately  small.    No  cp^es 
of  small-pox  or  chicken-pox  were  seen.    There  were  ten  (10)  cases  of  diphtheria 
suooessfully  treated  with  antitoxin^  twelve  (12)  cases  of  scarlet-fever,  one 
of  which  develot)ed  dtitis-media,  and  four  (4)  oases  of  measles.    There  wer«? 
forty«three  (45)  eases  of  mumps,  and  one  (1)  oase  of  meningitis*    The  latter 
was  treated  with  anti-menlngeocoocie  serum  and  recovered,  the  first  injection 
being  thirty-six  hours  after  admission.    There  were  no  cases  of  dysentery* 

The  possibility  of  an  out -break  of  typhoid  fiver  was  feared  when  a 
oase  of  this  disease  was  reoognised  in  the  person  of  one  of  the  nurses*  Al- 
though she  presented  the  clinical  picture  of  typhoid  it  did  not  seem  possible 
at  the  time  that  she  could  be  suffering  from  this  disease  as  she  had  received 
triple  vaccine  seven  months  previous*    There  was  a  delay  in  making  a  blood 
culture  wlioh  proved  to  be  negative,  though  m  examination  of  the  stool  showed 
the  presence  of  typhoid  baoilll* 

Every  effort  was  then  made  to  prevent  the  possible  spread  of  the 
disease*    Examinations  of  feces  and  urine  of  all  cooks  and  kitchen  police 
were  made  with  negative  results*    Bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
of  the  water  supply  was  negative*    An  attempt  to  obtain  information  from  the 
local  French  authorities  as  to  whether  the  disease  wac  endenio  in  this 
locality  proved  very  unsatisf aot<^*  ^  The  patient  was  properly  isolated  and 
•uitable  Instructions  given  enlisted  men  regarding  the  ute  of  boiling  hot 
water  to  wash  dishes,  washing  of  hands  after  defecation,  «te«  >ortunftt«lv 
no  other  oase  of  typhoid  developed  subsequently  in  this  coranand*

"PrcTlous  to  our  arrlyal  at  Vannea  the  general  plan  of  distribution 
of  executlTe  offices,  wards  and  operating  roem  had  beer  ^^ntatlrely  d^emlned 
upon  by  the  Hospital  Center.    These  plans  with  Minor  olianges  were  ado^  by 
Base  Hospital  136* 

DIVISICW  OF  SERVICE:-  It  nan  became  necessary  for  the  aadlcal  officers 
of  Base  Hospital  136,  assigned  to  the  surgical  service  to  work  out  these  plans 
In  greater  detail  and  to  equip  their  respectlTe  departnents  for  practical  use 
In  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients. 

WARDS:**  All  wards  and  roons  were  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  walls  white* 
waahed  In  the  endeavor  to  destroy  yemln  and  create  a  clean  and  cheerful  appearance* 
Wards  were  equipped  with  metal  beds  (eighteen  to  the  ward)  roettressea,  pillows, 
blankets,  linen,  bed-side  tablea,  chairs,  etc.,  which  jroyed  very  satisfactory* 
It  was  necessary  to  heat  the  wards  with  coal  stoves*    M.1  lamps  were  used  for 
lighting  ]7urpose8* 

DRESSING  STATION:-  A  central  dressing  station  was  established  and 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  a  medical  officer*    It  was  his  duty  to  supervise 
all  dressings*    '^^ard  Surgeons  were  Instructed  to  refer  all  ambulatory  dressing 
cases  to  this  station  between  the  hours  of  9:00  and  11:30  A*lf,  dally* 

OPERATING  GR0I]IP:-  Three  connecting  rooms,  one  large  (  21  z  21) 
and  two  small  (  11  x  21)  situated  on  the  ground  floor  of  barrack  designated 
as  building  "C**  served  fairly  well  for  the  establishment  of  an  operating 
group,  consisting  of  operating,  sterilising  and  scrub-roons*    The  operating 
roam,  although  heated  by  an  ordinary  oil  stove,  proved  very  satisfactory 
beeeuse  of  Its  slse,  with  high  celling,  cement  floor  and  large  windows, 
giving  ample  light.    For  artlfloal  Illumination  we  were  compelled  to  depend 
on  oil  lampa  until  February  6,  1919,  when  sufficient  wire  with  which  to 
equip  the  rocns  was  procured,  and  the  lights  Installed*   Aa  the  Base  Tfoepltal 
equlpnent  had  already  arrived  and  requiring  only  uncrating  and  setting  up, 
no  delay  was  experienced  from  this  source*    Local  conditions  caused  sons 
difficulty  and  delay* 

STT?RIHZI11G  ROOM:-  According  to  the  specifications  acooapanylng 
the  sterilising  out-fit  It  was  necessary  to  place  the  boiler  on  a  level  six 
feet  beloir  the  steriliser*    Because  of  the  absence  of  a  cellar  and  the  presence 
of  water'^a  depth  of  four  and  one-half  feet  It  became  necessary  to  place  the 
steriliser  on  a  wooden  platform  two  and  one-half  feet  in  height*    The  boiler 
was  placed  in  a  four  foot  ditch,  paved  with  cobblestones  found  in  the  compound 
and  roofed  over  with  a  shed  constructed  of  tar  pap«r  on  a  wooden  frana*  Plpea 
were  brought  from  boiler  room  to  steriliser  through  a  wlndwr*    The  reliability 
of  the  steriliser  was  tested  by  means  of  live  cultures* 
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SCROT  ROOM:-    Hot  water  wbb  obtained  by  attachinc  a  plp«  to  the 
aaln  line  from  the  boiler  to  the  steriliser  and  then  leadinc  It  Into  a 
galvanised  tank.    Steam  was  then  passed  through  the  water  In  the  tank. 

15  inPiEHT  AHD  PERSCaWBL:-  The  eiulr»ent  of  instrunents  was  sufficient 
for  all  operative  work  we  were  called  upon  to  perform.    Gloves,  gause,  cotton 
and  suture  material  were  present  In  cwple  quantities.    A  few  Indispensable 
articles  were  missing  such  as  operating  gowns.    These  were  easily  Improrlsed 
ly  slitting  night-gowns  down  the  front,  adding  buttons  arri  wearing  them  re- 
versed.   The  operating  teams  consisted  of  operator,  assistant  (medical  officer) 
Instrument  passer,  (nurse)  and  anaesthetist  (  a  medical  officer  or  nurse)*  The 
same  enlisted  mn  who  had  constructed  the  platform,  set  up  the  boiler,  hot  water 
plant  and  steriliser  were  converted  Into  operating  room  orderlies,  positions 
which  they  have  since  filled  In  the  same  enth^astlc  and  efficient  manner* 

TREAT«SHT  OP  PATIEHTS:-  On  December  17,  1918,  we  received  our  first 
train-load  of  patients  consisting  of  acm  three  hundred  and  sixteen  battle 
casualties*    These  were  mostly  ambulatory  cases  but  ma^y  of  them  required 
dressings*    A  large  majority  consisted  of  extensive  superficial  granulating 
wounds  and  chronic  osteotayelltls  with  Its  accompanying  sinus*    iJany  of  these 
wlH  require  operations  at  some  future  date*    Our  policy  has  been  to  return 
the  men  to  the  tJ«  S*  A.  as  soon  as  their  physical  conditl<m  would  warrant* 
Ko  case  that  In  our  opinion  qould  safely  be  evacuated  has  been  operated  upon 
and  never  without  the  patients  consent,    '^e  have  limited  our  operative  work 
to  the  usual  emergencies  occurring  from  tims  to  tins  In  a  large  Detaehraent 
of  Tnen  and  to  such  cases  as  In  our  judgment  would  have  their  convalescence 
shortened  by  lm"»edlate  operation}  would  not  be  delayed  as  to  the  date  of 
evacuation  and  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  arrive  In  the  United  States 
without  requiring  further  dressing  or  operative  Intervention* 

On  February  6,  1919,  we  received  our  last  train-load  of  battle 
casualties*    These  men  were  evacuated  on  March  3,  1919,    Camp  Hospital  No* 
31,  located  at  Camp  de  ^ieuoon,  w^s  ordered  closed  about  this  time*  All 
medical  and  surgical  eases  occurring  In  this  csmp  were  then  sent  to  us* 
Our  surgical  work  since  March  Srd  has  therefore  been  limited  to  the  class 
of  cases  usually  occur Ing  In  a  military  camp*   At  present  time  we  are  still 
functioning  In  this  capacity* 
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LABORATORY. 

(in  charge  of  let  Lieut.  Fred  C.  Caldwell,  U.  C.  ) 

"On  October  3,  1918,  let  Ueut.  Fred  C.  Caldwell,  M«  C.  reported 
to  Base  Boepltal  136,  at  Caap  VHieeler,  Ga.,  aa  laboratory  ^officer.    Oh  hia 
arrlTal  h©  assisted  in  giving  the  entire  oonnand  pnetpnocooua  and  inlTiuenaa 
▼accines  and  continued  to  work  in  the  laboratory  at  the  Base  Hospital  at 
Ca»p  Iheeler.    "hlle  at  Caiap  Upton,  Ootoljer  25th,  the  second  laboratory 
officer,  2nd  Lieut.  Jferle  S.  Nichols,  Joined  the  organisation. 

In  establiahing  a  laboratory  at  Vennes,  three  rooms  were  selected 
on  the  first  floor  of  one  of  the  buildings  in  which  the  operating  rooms,  the 
X«ray  laboratory,  and  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Eye  roaas  were  situated.  This 
was  done  so  that  the  maxiaum  of  oo«*operation  could  be  established.    Two  of 
ths  rooms,  one  (  20  x  20)  and  the  other  (  20  x  10)  wore  adjoining.    It  was 
decided  to  use  the  former  for  clinical  pathology,  bacteriology,  receipt  ion 
and  recording  of  specimens,  and  filing  of  records.    The  smaller  rooa  had  a 
8^Pply  of  running  water  and  ^hm  planned  as  a  place  for  washing  an'  sterilising 
glassware  in  preparation  of  culture  media.     fter  the  plans  were  completed 
the  order  for  supplies  wae  returned,  disapproved. 

About  the  middle  of  December  Captain  Schmeisser  arriwed  a«  laboratory 
officer  of  the  Hospital  Center  and  the  laboratory  personnel  was  merged  in  the 
Center  Laboratory*  The  plans  for  the  roome  were  developed  with  but  few  minor 
changes  from  the  originai  ones*  In  one  small  room,  we  had  rxmning  water  with 
no  sink,  but  thanks  to  the  generous  bacon  supply  in  the  Amy,  we  were  able  to 
obtain  euffioient  tin  frora  the  containers  to  line  a  eink,  which  was  made  by 
the  hospital  carpenter. 

In  the  plan  of  orgsnisatlon  of  the  Center  Laboratory,  the  officers 
from  B  se  Hospital  136  were  responsible  for  all  clinical  pathology  and  bacteriology 
and  Captain  Sohmelsser  for  all  anatomic  patholgy. 

T?arly  in  the  history  of  our  work,  because  of  the  delay  in  the 
arrival  of  the  laboratory  supplies,  we  were  compelled  to  send  all  of  our 
»r>eolmen8  to  the  nearest  laboratory  at  Camp  Hospital  Ho*  31,  Camp  de  i-Jeucon, 
for  examination*    At  this  time  the  laboratory  undertook  the  examination  of 
all  who  handled  food  served  to  officers,  nurses,  soldiers  and  patients,  for 
typhoid  carriers.    Specimens  of  feces  end  urine  were  oollooted  in  candy  cane 
and  brought  to  the  laboratory,  where  endo  platea  were  streaked  and  sent  to 
OcBftP  limcon  for  examination*    Samples  of  drinking  water  were  also  collected 
and  sent  there  for  exwnination*    '^len  the^d  subsidiary  laboratory  at  lAaiberon 
closed,  we  obtained  sufficient  sup-  lies  to  enable  us  to  rerform  all  of  the 
clinical  examlnationa.    Since  then  all  such  work  has  been  done  hm.  The 
lonr  expected  laboratory  supplies,  in  the  form  of  a  transportable  laboratory, 
U.S.  Army  Expeditionary  Force  raodel,  arrived  on  Fei.runry  5,  1919.    '  1th  very 
fir  exceptions  the  supplies  were  sufficient  to  perform  any  examinations  -rhioh 
a  laboratory  might  be  called  upon  to  do* 
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On  April  IS,  1919,  Captain  Schnelaiar  was  relieved  from  duty  ct 
th#  Tiospltal  Center,  and  Lieut.  Cal dwell  was  apT^olnted  laboratory  officer 
in  hl«  plao#» 

Deinands  on  the  laboratory  were  greater  in  variety  t>fm  In  number

The  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Departoent  v  s  opened  on  Deoenber  Z6,  1918, 
and  has  been  operated  as  an  out  patient  ollnie  since  that  date,    ^ron  Decenber 
26,  1918,  to  Liay  1,  1919,  a  total  of  seventeen  hiuidred  (1700)  treatments  nere 
given  to  or  ocnsultations  hold  upon  patiente  in  the  olinio  or  the  hospital 
vards.    About  fifty  peroexvt  of  the  cases  treated  vsre  otitis  media  and 
post  operativo  mastoiditis*  About  five  percent  irere  sinusitis  oases  and 
one  percent  gun-shot  Tvounds*    Thereminder  wore     ^^ases  of  tinsilitis  and 
rhinitis*    Iline  cases  of  VAncent's  Angina  have  been  treated  in  both  hospital 
VKirds  and  out  patient  clinic*    Electricity  eas  installed  on  February  20th 
and  has  been  available  daily  from  four  to  ten,p*m*

The  Sjre  Department  iraa  opened  on  Deofaniber  26,  1918,  occupying 
one  room  larg;e  enough  for  refraction  worlc  and  able  to  be  converted  into 
a  dark  room  by  t'  e  use  of  special  shades.   At  the  outset  a  nuntber  of  eye 
eas6t  W9r9  found  axsong  the  battle  casualties  admitted  to  the  hosr>ital. 
They  included  cases  of  enuoleation,  -w^^ioh  required  post-operatiTe  troatiaent» 
The  diseases  of  the  adnexa  included  conjunotivitis  v^-o^^e,  chronic  and 
phlyctenular)  blepliaritis,  chalaseoa,  hordeolum,  and  daorio-cystitis* 
Pterygia  wore  found  in  a  few  eases,  but  none  of  them  had  enoroaohed  fbr 
enough  upon  the  oomea  to  rmke  it  itacessary  for  oporatire  interference* 
Oases  of  this  condition  have  thus  far  only  be«»n  noted  in  our  negro  patients. 
Other  diseases  of  the  eye  included  interstitial  and  uloorativc  keratitis, 
foreign  bodies  in  the  cornea,  iritis,  cyclitis,  choroidites,  iieuro- 
rotinities  and  optic  nerve  atrophy.     Cases  of  refraction  furnished  the  najor 
part  of  the  work  in  the  departiaent  at  the  outset,  glasses  being  obtained 
from  the  Optical  Division,  at  Savenay  and  later  from  Paris*  Although  well 
equipped  for  all  emrgenoies,  it  has  not  been  necessary  up  to  the  present 
to  perform  any  operations.

Captain  John  C.  Copoland,  ^,C*  reports  as  follows: 

"Our  oases  represented  about  the  usual  ones  found  in  the  0-0  serrioe  of 
a  Military  Hospital,    They  included  balardtis,  balano-posthitis,  phixaosis, 
paraphimosis,  chancroid,  chancre,  priiuary  syphilis,  secondary  syphilis, 
tertiary  syphilis,  sinple  urethritis,  \xrethriti8,gonorrtieal,  aoute  pros- 
tcytitis,  orchitis,  epididymitis,  cystitis,  eneux^sis,  urinary  incontinence, 
urethral  stricture,  and  miltiple  ureth«il  ftstulao. 

^2Qong  the  tkin  oases  vere  eoabias,  ecsema,  iapetigo,  psoriasis, 
staphylococcic  pydermia,  etc. 

In  the  treatment  of  acute  g^«t>rrheal  urethritis  a  system  of  treatxaent 
eonsisting  of  able  lute  rest,  restriction  of  diet,  ingestion  of  large  quantities 
of  water,  and  intensive  looal  treatzaont  was  followed  by  results  woHhy  of  note. 
As  soon  as  a  diagnosis  was  made  by  finding  gonoooooi  in  the  urethral  sioear, 
intensive  local  treatrasnt  was  instituted.   This  oonsistAd  of  the  infection 
of  six  0.0.  of  a  five  percent  solution  of  argyrol  or  silvol,  four  tines  a  day 
during  the  first  week.    A  careful  three  glass  urinary  test  was  laade  before  eaoh 
treatment.     During  the  second  week  the  sams  quantity  of  a  one  peroent  solution 
of  protargol  was  injected  three  times  a  day.   During  the  third  end  fourth  week 
a  daily  irrigation  of  a  1  •  6000  protargol  solution,  and  during  this  period 
prootatio  massage  was  ^iven  erary  second  er  third  day  as  indicated.  Urethral 
•asars  were  made  at  intervals  of  two  weeks.   Three  consecutive  urethral  smears 
as  well  as  two  negative  smears,  following  prostatic  massage,  were  considered  neo- 
ooBsary  before  patient  was  pronounced  "cured". 

Under  this  system  of  treatment,  no  case  developed  oomplioatione  and 
most  of  them  were  discharged  in  about  thirty  days  as  cured,  having  had  two 
negative  laboratory  reports,  a  week  apart.     In  eases  of  chronic  gonorrhea  daily 
irrigations  of  protargol  1  -  5000,  prostatic  massage,  and  urethral  dilatation 
as  ind  oated  were  used  with  satisf&otorv  results. 

Excellent  results  were  obtained  in  the  treat;;^nt  of  ehanoroids  by  the 
following  method,  viis— Inmersion  in  a  hot  bichloride  of  mercury  solution 
1  -  1000,  fo*  lowed  by  a  thorough  sprinkling  of  the  affected  area  with  crystals 
of  argyrol  or  silvol.     This  treatment  was  giTsn  three  times  a  day,  after  a 
preliminary  cauterisation  with  carbolic  aoid. 

In  a  1  lesions  of  the  penis,  no  diagnosis  was  made,  snd  no  treatment 
was  given  until  one  or  more  examinations  of  the  secretion  for  spiroohete  had 
been  ii*de,  or  blood  Wassormann  done. 
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Pronipt  treatiaont  ma  glyen  In  all  oases  of  prlmry  syphilis.  Ustwilly 
tho  same  day  that  t»  reooived  a  laboratory  report  stating  that  spirochete  had 
been  found  in  the  secret  ion «  an  intravenous  injection  of  nov&rsenobensol  nas 
given,  followed  next  day  by  zsereury  salicylate  intraaaiscularly. 

Ilovarsenobensol  and  mercury  vers  givon  in  gradually  increasing  doses 
•fery  f l-w  dr^ys  vntil  the  tuentie^h  df»y,  and  from  that  day  at  intenrals  of 
•irery  sewn  diys  up  to  the  f  orty«second  day  irtien  a  thirty  day  period  of  rest 
nas  instittzted*     Wasaonaann  tests  uoro  nade  at  re-Tilar  intenrals.    The  results 
i»re  entirely  satisfactory «  the  initial  lesion  disappearing  In  a  few  days,  and 
it  vas  noted  that  usually  no  seccndary  syinptoais  appeared. 

Special  oare  nas  taken  to  see  that  every  venereal  patient  coming  to 
our  service  for  treatment,  vas  thoroiighly  infonaod  as  to  the  real  character 
of  his  disease*     Wo  also  sought  to  inpress  each  patient   vith  the  fact  that 
seamal  continence  vas  compati  ble  with  perfect  health,  and  vas  the  best  pre- 
wntative  of  venereal  disease.* 
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X-RAY  DEPARTMSOT? 

(In  charge  of  lit  Lle\it.  Theodora  KolToord,  U.C.) 

Shortly  aftor  our  arrival  at  Varmes,  the  X-Ray  equipsaertt  nat 
sent  to  the  hospital  and  consisted  of  a  7|  K.W.  Wappler  interrupterless 
tranafonaer  and  other  hoKTy  base  hospital  X-Ray  apparatus.     As  the 
artillery  barracks,  irhich  we  occupied,  -were  not  -wired  for  electricity, 
the  question  of  the  sur^ply  of  current  beoams urgent.   After  several  iwelcs  of 
fruitless  negotiations  it  ma  found  impossible  to  obtain  a  supply  of  electricity 
due  to  shortage  of  current  in  the  city,    A  portable  field  X-8ay  apparatus  ms 
therefore  requisitioned  and  obtained  about  February  1,  1919.    Upon  setting 
up  and  testing  out  the  transf orxner ,  it  ms  fbtmd  to  have  been  )|roken  in  transit* 
After  about  a  month's  delay  in  miting  for  a  new  transf oraor  from  Piarls  and 
laiting  for  some  films  and  tevoloper  lost  in  transit  the  X-Ray  Department 
began  to  operate  on  February  26,  1919.    The  equipdooent  used  in   he  laboratory 
consisted  mainly  of  a  portable  gs-soline  enj^ine  with  transfomu^r  and  aray 
fluroscopic  table  with  two  baby  Coolidge  tubes,  a  Kelly  Keott  tube  stand 
and  a  stei^osooplo  Mew  box. 

The  space  available  for  1-Kay  ^rk  consisted  of  one  roon  twenty 
by  twenty  feet  and  a  wash  room  converted  into  a  dark  roon.  Window  blinds  of 
original  design,  made  of  heavy  roofing  paper,  converted  the  room  into 
fluroscopic  or  dark  room.     Attachments  were  improvis  d  to  ci^*  orange 
light  in  the  f lorosoopic  roon,alao  to  give  light  for  the  view  boxes  from 
the  gasoline  engine  generator.    An  attachment  was  made  whereby  the  engine 
ighich  was  placed  outside  of  the  building  could  be  stopped  without  leaving 
the  fluroscopic  room. 

The  portable  field  apparatus  gpive  xaach  better  satisfaction  t\vm  was 
anticipated,  ne  rly  all  classes  of  work  being  performed  with  it.   All  radio- 
graphs wre  iMLde  on  films,  except  the  U  by  14  chest  si»e,  which  wore  made  with 
plates  with  inteasifying  screens.

Captain  Rolland  Cile,  P.O.  reports  as  follows! 

"The  portable  dentAl  equipn^nt  has  been  used  entirely  aac'  iHth  this  a 
considerable  amount  of  permnent  dental  m>Tk  has  been  performed.   Many  aiolar 
and  bieuspid  teeth  hare  been  saTed  fron  furtlier  decay  by  ajnalgaa  ftllings 
and  incisors  and  cuspids  by  porcelain  fillings.   W©  have  used  very  little 
cement  for  filling,  and  have  practically  only  used  it  as  a  lining  to  be 
covered  with  some  xaaterial  of  a  more  pensanent  nature. 

Every  effort  has  been  nadc  to  avoid  extraction  of  teeth  vhere  they 
could  be  saved  by  appropriate  treatsient.    Quite  a  large  part  of  the  dental 
operations  consisted  in  the  resioval  of  inflaasd  pulps,  the  treatiaent  of 
putrescent  and  abscessed  teeth,  and  the  subsequent  filling  of  root  canals 
and  restoration  of  croTOis.    Freqtiently  lAien  a  crown  vas  so  badly  decayed  as  to 
necessitate  an  artificial  one,  the  tooth  ms  treated,  roots   filled  and  cavity 
in  reznainder  of  tooth  sealed,  thereby  keeping  the  tooth  in  good  condition 
for  subsequent  dental  work  of  a  penmnont  character.   Abscessed  teeth  vhich 
were  considered  a  source  of  serious  focal  infection  were  extracted  by  local 
imesthosia.    Novocain  has  been  used  aluost  entirely  for  both  infiltration 
and  nervo  blocking*     In  addition  to  carious  conditions  of  the  teeth  there 
has  been  also  quite  a  lerpe  percentage  of  chronic  ulcerative  gingivitis 
or  so  called  %renoh  mouth".     In  the  treatiaont  of  this  condition  beside  the 
usual  sealing  and  prophylactic  laeasiores,  five  percent  chromic  acid  and  tine* 
ture  of  bensoin  have  proven  very  efficaocous.    For  any  urgent  crown,  bridge 
or  plate  ivork^  it  has  aluctys  been  possibXe  to  send  patients  to  the  Base 
Dontal  Laboratory  at  St.  I^saire."  _„____^^_._^««i_

Report  of  Sanitary  Inapeotor,  Capi,  George  R.  Crltchl«r,  M.  C* 

"Conditions  were  such  at  the  French  BarraokB  where  thB  Hospital  was  per- 
manently located  at  Vannea  thnt  the  duties  of  a  Sttiltary  Inspector  were  of  a 
▼ery  diversified  character*    The  sanitary  arrangeBients  previously  in  use  by 
the  35th  Artillery  of  the  French  were  not  In  any  way  suited  to  the  needs  of 
a  Base  Hospital*    It  devolved  upon  the  sanitary  inspector  to  provide  adequate 
latrines,  proper  sewage  disposal,  etc.    In  the  absence  of  a  sanitary  engineer, 
his  duties  also  came  to  include  repair  of  old  and  inflation  of  new  plmbing 
equipment.    The  water  supply,  while  of  good  quality  was" piped  only  to  the 
ground  floor  of  the  buildings.    Hot  water  was  available  in  limited  quantity 
fron  old  heaters  in  oosBpany  kitchens.    Laundry  facilities  were  of  a  very 
primitive  type,  consisting  of  stems  troughs  and  benches  on  which  clothes 
could  be  b  eaten  and  rinsed.    Out-door  drying  of  clothes  became  «i  impossibility 
in  the  constant  rains  of  a  Brittany  winter.     Bathing  facilities  were  limited 
to  a  single  shower  rocw  with  a  half  doaen  shower  haads  served  by  a  worn  out 
heater. 

LATRINES:-    The  only  latrines  to  be  found  In  the  Caserne  consisted  of 
"squat**  cabinets  with  concrete  floors,  openings  In  which  led  to  iron  cans 
beneath.    Ten  of  these  were  found  on  the  east  nd  west  sides  of  the  grounds. 
These  cans  were  hauled  away  by  &  French  civilian  dally.    These  were  continued 
In  use  for  patients  after  being  sereened^by  wood  and  tar  paper  framed Hear' 
these  latrines  were  slate  tirinals  which  likewise  screened. 

Two  pit  latrines  were  dug  beneath  the  horse  shed  at  the  rear 
of  the  grounds,  and  wooden  seats  with  twenty  holes  each  bull/t  over  then.  Latrines 
for  officers  were  built  of  wood,  making  seats  for  use  over  G.I.  cans  and  Installed 
In  solitary  cells  In  guard -house  near  officers  quarters. 

In  a  portion  of  one  building  set  apart  for  nurses  quarters  was 
found  a  bath  room  on  the  second  floor  containing  one  "squat**  closet  and  one  porce- 
lain closet,  both  loading  into  a  drain  pipe  which  ended  in  a  corapartinsnt  on  the 
floor  below  containing  Iron  cane  for  receptacles*    These  were  removed  through  v 
and  iron  door  in  the  side  of  the  building*    i^e  Installed  a  non-flush  French 
closet  on  the  "squat**  floor  and  built  seats  for  both.    The  bath  tub  was  connect- 
ed with  the  drain  pipe  and  ho"!   and  cold  water  pipes  placed  In  position*  An 
additional  flush  closet  was  in^i tailed  in  a  room  on  the  ground  floor*    To  provide 
disposal  of  this  closet  sewage  a  simple  septic  tank  with  settling  chamber,  iron 
screen  and  siphon  tail  drain  into  underground  sewer  was  constructed  ;)u8t  outside 
the  building  under  round* 

Near  the  ward  buildings  was  eontruoted  a  concrete  lined" hopper** 
draining  into  underground  sewer  for  purpose  of  receiving  contents  of  bed  pens* 

A     number  of  seats  i^ere  set  apntt  for  the  use  of  men  with 
venereal  Infection  and  labelled  for  that  pwpose. 

DRAIKAGB:-   The  drainage  system  in  use  by  the  French  garrison  consisted 
of  large  underground  c  oncrete  tanks  *    Che  of  these  was  found  beneajf(th  the  floor 
of  each  wash  room,  there  being  one  wash  room  on  «ie  ground  floor  at  each  entrance 
to  the  main  barracks.    These  tanks  had  an  overflow  into  the  sewer  system*  Thsre 
were  al»o  several  of  these  tanks  or  cess  pools  just  outside  the  bulMlng, 
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*11  of  which  ir«r«  •upf  llod  >*dth  a  manhole.    w«  found  It  n»o«88«ry  to  folloir 
tho  French  custom  of  pumping  theae  tmks  out  at  more  or  leas  regular  Intorvals. 
Thia  was  done  under  contract  by  a  French  oiTlllan  ueli^  a  motor  driven  punp« 

eyetem  of  sewere,  illustrated  by  attached  drawing,  was  both  surface  and 
^erground.    Cobblestone  gutters  led  through  gratli^s  into  manholes  connect- 
ing with  the  underground  sewers.    The  latter  were  eight  inch  piping,  all 
converging  to  a  ooBonon  exit  at  the  rear  of  the  Caserne^  which  emptied  Into 
a  ditch  at  the  edge  of  a  farm. 

WATER  SYSTEM:-    The  main  supply  of  water  came  frora  the  city  of  Vannei, 
the  source  of  which  was  springs  a  few  miles  outside  of  the  city.    The  quality 
of  the  water  was  excellent  and  the  supply  adequate* 

Throughout  the  main  baeracks  were  washrooms  with  concrete  troughs 
fed  by  ten  or  twelve  faucets  each#   v^e  found  It  necessary  to  extend  the  water 
pipes  to  the  upper  floors  of  the  buildings  used  for  wards,  with  spigots  and 
G*  I*  can«  in  diet  kitchens  and  latrines  rooms  on  ea<dT  floor*    Army  raises 
with  water  backs  connected  to  boilers  furnished  hot  water  In  the  kitchens, 
both  for  patients  mess.  Detachment  mess,  and  Officers'  mess. 

BATH  HOtJSES:-    Bathing  ITacilities  for  enlisted  personnel  and  patients 
being  entirely  laolting,  we  converted  a  room  employed  by  the  veterinary  depart- 
ment of  the  garriaon  into  a  shower  room*    As  water  heaters  were  not  to  be  had 
we  earployed  water  bsicks  belonging  to  Pmy  ranges,  installing  them  in  ordinary 
stoves  designatted  for  heating  rooos.    Shower  heads  were  aeoured  and  racks  placed 
upon  the  concrete  floor*    The  old  shower  room  formerly  uaed  by  the  garriscm 
was  reserved  for  the  officers* 

STERXLIZATIOS:-   A  standard  portable  steam  aterlliser  waa  set  up  near  the 
shower  room  and  the  adjoining  room  uaed  for  drying  and  sorting  laundry*  The 
men  were  thus  enabled  to  have  their  infected  olothlng  treated  Innedlately  upon 
arrival  and  chan  ed  Into  fresh  olothlng  as  they  came  from  the  bath*  Bedding 
and  mattresses  needing  disinfection  were  put  through  the  same  prooess* 

LAtJHDBT:-   The  solution  of  the  laundry  problem  was  not  entirely  satis- 
factory*   -5o  laundry  mchinary  was  available  and  native  labor  proved  very  un- 
satisfactory*  We  were  albe  to  send  a  limited  amount  of  linen  and  under- 
clothing to  the  laundry  attached  to  Camp  Hospital  Ho.  SI  at  Camp  de  Ueuocn 
seven  miles  away*    This  necessitated  trucking  the  wet  linen  back  to  the 
Hospital  to  be  dr^ed  in  our  own  rooms,  which  were  always  overtax^Kl  In  capacity* 
The  nurses  conducted  their  own  hand  latindry,  employing  Belgian  aid  French  woewn* 
The  off  icera/ent  their  laundry  out  to  native  women  of  the  torn* 

GKHERAL  CONDITIONS:-    The  general  condBbion  of  the  Hoapltal,  both  grounds 
and  build Inga  were  rath^  aatiafaotory*    The  build inga  were  of  atone,  the  three 
largest  ones  forming  three  sides  to  an  open  square  at  the fot'/^-f/i  S'^cfcosf  whldi 
was  the  entrance  gate*   while  wet  most  of  the  tima  there  wes  no  mud  within  the 
rarrison  limits.    The  wards  and  roone  wore  heated  by  Installing  American  stovee 
for  which  there  were  chimney  openings  in  every  room*    A  very  few  gaslights  were 
provided  in  the  hallways  and  lamps  were  the  principal  source  of  illumination* 
Sometime  later  a  gasoline  motor  waa  installed  with  a  generator  attahhed  which 
gave  enough  Illumination  for  the  offices,  recreation  room,  arri  the  theatre 
with  ita  Cinema* 
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Th«  buildings  of  the  garrison  were  very  uncleanly  and  infested  "with  ▼ermin 
^hen  taken  over  by  the  Hospital*    Fnorgetic  measures  very  early  resulted 
CQBnpl9t<3ly  changing  the  occupied  rooms  into  clean  and  comfortaljle  roeois  for 
^oth  personnel  and  patients. 

FOOD  AHD  GARBAGE:-    T>as  food  furnished  in  our  Hospital  was  most  satis- 
factory both  as  to  quality  and  quantity*    The  men  frequently  expressed  their 
satisfaction  with  the  mess  conditions  and  not  a  single  complaint  was  ever 
lodged  against  this  service*    The  gitrbage  was  sold  to  a  French  civilian  and 
collected  by  him  dally*    The  proceeds  of  the  transaction  were  deposited  in 
the  Hospital  Fund*   ^"e  constructed  a  pit  Incerator  in  which  all  tin  cens  and 
similar  receptacles  were  sterilised^  after  which  they  were  siaashed  flat  and 
piled  In  a  distant  comer  of  the  Caserne* 

7BHEREAL  DISEASE:-  ^lle  the  venereal  rate  becams  quite  high  in  a  large 
camp  a  few  miles  from  the  city  of  Vannes  the  mmber  of  cases  occurring  In  the 
personnel  and  among  the  ambulatory  patients  was  very  small.    A  prophylaotle 
station  was  operated  at  the  entrance  to  the  Honpltal  and  Inspections  were  held 
regularly  every  week*    Other  prophyl act Ic/Wlfti'^i^ll able  in  the  tarn  of  Vannes. 
During  one  month  only  one  new  ease  of  infection  was  reported  and  In  another^ 
month  no  new  Gases»  the  mean  strenghth  at  the  time  being  over  four  J^uidred. 
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
